(Experimental Farms Note)

price of wheat being deliovred into 
the local elevators la 'mound tliirty 
cents a bushel. It may be worth 
more by the time another cr op la hir- 
vested but what of the man who 
must sell at thirty or forty cents to 
meet cuirent obligations.
